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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 4, 6 and 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McKoy (US 6,354,223). 

McKoy discloses a transportation system comprised of a wheeled vehicle 10 
propelled along a parallel set of tracks 46, 48. The vehicle is propelled by linear 
induction motors 14, 14, 18 and 20 positioned adjacent to a first station. These linear 
induction motors accelerate and propel the vehicle through a first zone, which allows the 
vehicle to reach a high rate of speed, as discussed in column 4, lines 45-55. A second 
set of linear induction motors 20, 32, 34, 36 propel the vehicle at a slower coasting 
speed, also discussed in column 4, lines 55-60. A central linear induction motor 15, 43 
serves as an auxiliary single track under the center of the vehicle 10. It is noted that the 
vehicle is further comprised of a flat bottom, boat design, shown best in figures 3 and 4. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McKoy 
(US 6,354,223) in view of Yamada (EP 1,172,273). 

McKoy discloses the transportation system as described above. However, 
McKoy does not disclose a drive means comprised of a motor mounted on the vehicle 
for driving the wheels of the vehicle. Yamada discloses a transportation vehicle having a 
drive motor 21 mounted on the vehicle for powering drive wheel 22. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill to have applied a drive motor, like that of Yamada, to a 
vehicle like that of McKoy so as to serve as an auxiliary propulsion means should one of 
the many linear induction motors malfunction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 5 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1 and 4-8 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
